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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance Is that prior art does not teach a boiler which Is convertible 
between a "normal" type and a condensing type, which Includes the combination 
of structural features of a burner In an upper portion of a combustion chamber so 
as to generate heat in a downward direction, a heat exchange section which 
consists of multiple heat exchangers, a funnel to exhaust gas, a noise absorbing 
container connected to the funnel and a circulation chamber communicating with 
the lower portion of the heat exchange section.
